‘ OW the Bloodieft War” , Saya In- 
© fefted Europe, is happily at an End, 
© the dy rv as Dreadful as any that 
© ever Infefted the Common-wealth of 

‘ Letters, ought at the fame time to 
‘ draw towards a Conclufion. Whig and Tory crofs'd 
¢ the Channel many Years ago, and made large Excur- 
‘ fions into thefe Provinces ; whence they are now ex- 
‘ tending their Forces beyond the Rhine, and, in Con- 
¢ jonétion with the Plague, may probably give a con- 
‘ fiderable Diverfion in Germany. You have fo often

‘to mark out a Barrier for us quite to the Walls of 
‘ Paris, we permitted them to Fight four or five very 
+ pretty Battles, and to take many ftrong Towns, for 
‘ the Advancement of our Intereft and Glory: And in 
© Return for thefe Civilities, we could do no Jefs than 
‘ affift them in the fpending of Seven or Eight Millions 
‘a Year, deliver them from the frightful Apprehen- 
© fions of the Gertruydenberg Peace, {upport them in the 
© true Profeflion of the Good Old Republican Scheme, by 
€ feconding their.Attacks upon the Prerogative, oblige 
¢ them with as many Colours and Congratulations as they 
© pleafed to accept, and engage our Word and Honour 
© to accept of the Office of Guardians and Adminiftra- 
© tors General, to take care of their Effects, and fee their 
‘ Will executed, either before they were Dead, or after- 
* wards, according as we in our Wifdom fhould think 
‘ fit. Upon this Foot ftood the Alliance between us ; 
‘ but fince they have fo often violated their Bond Fide, 
‘ and fail’d of performing the many Projects and Un- 
‘ dertakings, concerted between their Leaders and the 
© Trufy and Well-beloved whom you know and have 
‘ feen; fince they liave permitted themfelves to be made 
‘ a Defeated, Rvin’d Party, and thereby to become un- 
‘Worthy the Friendfhip of thofe, who have fo juftly 
‘taken upon them the Stile and Title of High and 
Mighty ; fince they go on to Oppofe and Villifie a 
“ Peace, which we, in Conjunétion with Her Britannick 
: mee Re have thought fit to Conclude and Ratifie ;

© of this State, have withdrawn themfelves from our 
‘ Friendfhip, and Ufurped upon us in afluming the old

* lick: So that they are now out off the Queftion, and 
‘ in as fit a Condition to be left by us, as any other 
© Body of Men whom we ever gave up, when it was no 
¢ longer worth our while to ftand by them. In order 
‘ therefore to prevent the further Effufion of Chriftian 
¢ Ink, and Devaftation of Paper, I apply to you as one

DO anh and Legends as {hall 
appear to be Englifh Originals, notwithitanding th 
are Trantlated or mg : from the Dutch. pina 
ral Embargo fhall be laid upon all Herefie and Free- 
Thinking : Whatever Contracts have been made for 
any Future Revolutions or Changes in Government, fhall 
be henceforth taken for null and void: No Re/ffance 
or Rebellion of the Growth of Great Britain thall be 
tranfported thither upon Dyich Bottoms, nor any 
Schemes or Models, commonly called Ariftocratical 
Sign’d Liberty on the Reverfe, be permitted to pafs 
the Channel under fevere Pemalties ; and all rhe Stray 
Englith Youth and their Governors, now under Fo- 
reign Tuition, fhall, upon producing a Certificate of 
their good Behaviour before they went abroad, have 
the Privilege of being expelled our Academies, and 
‘ be fent home for the benefit of Travel.
